Lincoln Memorial Commission. Presi- 
dent Harding will accept it on behalf 
of the nation and former President 
Wilson will make a brief address on 
Lincoln. 
This Memorial, a truly splendid 


achievement of modern art, stands at 
the head of a wide approach. Within 
the 
portico the great statue of 


Lincoln, by Daniel Chester French, is 
visible from a distance. 
From base 


to top the statue is over thirty feet 
high, the seated figure of Lincoln 
alone being twenty-two feet in height. 


As tlie structure is open to the

New York, Feb. 24.—The change 


t-hat has been announced in the man- 
ufacturing- policy of the American Bi- 
ble Society seems to have been misun- 
derstood in some quarters and the of- 
ficers' of the society have issued the1 


•following statement: 


The American Bible Society, con- 


trary to some reports has not given 
up its publishing business in. which 
it has ben engaged for more than 100 
years, an dhas had no thought of so 
doing1. It will continue as a publish- 
ing house, issuing the scriptures in 
more than 150 languages and dialects 
having its work done through various 
printing concerns. It will continue to 
control its own plates so as to pre- 
serve the accuracy of its versions for 
which it has received recognition and 
acknowledgement. 


This change of policy in its prin- 


ting program has been dictated by the 
fact that the society is. convinced that 
it can do its printing more economic- 
ally elsewhere than it can by conduc- 
ting its own establishment. 


There will be an actual increase in 


the society's output and this change 
of policy marks a distinct advance 
and is in no sense a retrenchment in 
its program of scripture publication 


The society has no thought of mov- 


ing its headquarters from New York, 
Its executive offices continue in the 
Bible House, Afctor Place, New York 
City. The officers of the society are 
Churchill H. Cutting, President Wil- 
liam L. Haven and Frank H. Mann, 
General Secretaries, Gilbert Darling- 
ton, Treasurer.
